The Governor of the Jordan Central Bank, Mr. Sa’id 
Nabulsi, reported Monday that the Council of Ministers will 
shortly review draft legislation to establish a stock market 
in Amm an. This is a major development for Jordan, and is 
worthy of close attention by the public. 

The establishment of a Jordanian stock market will do 
several things: create a public, easily accessible outlet for 
any citizen who has some money he or she wishes to invest ; 
create a mechanism by which medium and large-size Jordanian 
companies can secure substantial sums of money required for 
their capital -investments ; offer a new outlet for investment 
that would direct private funds into productive projects, 
whether these would be the establishment of new businesses 
or the expansion of existing ones; draw some of the excess 
money now going into speculative real estate and land invest- 
ments and redirect it into job-creating, income-earning and 
tax-generating schemes; and, not incidentally, help create 
those financial structures in Jordan that are the hard pre- 
requisites of any city ithat hopes to play a regional commercial 
and financial role. 

To talk of Amman today as a business or banking centre 
that can command regional clout a la Beirut is nonsense. 
Amman has neither the depth nor the breadth — let alone 
the hot#! rooms and telephone lines — to flaunt its commer- 
cial qualities. 

What it dote have, however, is the vast potential, the 
national economic depth -in manufacturing and industrial 
capacity, the comprehensive, systematic and realistic state 
planning mechanisms, the requisite labour and demographic 
resources, the balanced agricultural, manufacturing and ser- 
vices sectors of the economy and the financial resources — 
both domestic and foreign — to proceed on a course that 
would generate the institutions requisite for a comprehensive 
co mm ercial centre. 

If one scans the Jordanian financial landscape, one sees 
dynamic young trees in a very fertile soil. These trees are the 
hundreds of Jordanian (and foreign) enterprises, the healthy 
commercial banks, the handful of longer term domestic credit 
institutions, and the vibrant government bonds market. A 
stock market fits in here like a lovely little glove. 

The stock market is the kind of thing the city needs to 
fill out its commercial contours. The Central Bank has already 
shown its readiness to step into the domestic marketplace 
and wave its regulatory finger when it deems this necessary 

— which it is now doing to control inflation and sustain 
economic growth. And the state authorities have similarly 
shown themselves ready and willing to offer the realistic 
incentives to attract international businesses to Amman. This 

— with a stock market, and a host of other institutions — 
is what makes a financial centre.

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China suspends ^dealings 
French franc-

western Europe last year. 

Nepal signs 
economic agreement 
with Japan 

KATHMANDU, March 16 AFP. 
- Japan signed an agreement 
here today granting a ten mil- 
lion US dollars long-term loan 
to Nepal’s Kulekhani hydro- 
electric power project. The 
loan will carry an annual rate 
of interest of 2.25 per cent and 
the repayment period will be 
20 years after a grace period on 
ten years. 

The amount will be used for 
the purchase of mechanical 
equipment & a commission swi- 
tch board facility for the pro- 
ject. 

This loan is being provided 
through the Overseas Economic 
Cooperation Fund of Japan 
(OECF). A separate agreement 
between the Nepalese govern- 
ment and OECF was signed in 
Tokyo today. 

The hydro-electric project, 
designed to meet power de- 
mands in the central develop- 
ment region including Kath- 
mandu will provide 60,000 kilo- 
watts of energy. 

The project is estimated to 
cost $68 million. 

Nepal has signed seperate 
agreements with the Internatio- 
nal Development Agency (EDA) 
for a $26 million loan, the Ku- 
waiti Fund for Arab Economic 
Development for $17.5 million 
and the United Nations Deve- 
lopment Project for three mil- 
lion dollars. 


PEKING, March 16 (AFP). - 
The People's Bank of China to- 
day confirmed -that it had sus- 
pended all trade dealings in 
French francs following the 
franc’s withdrawal from the 
European monetary snake and 
its subsequent drop in relation 
to other currencies. 

The Chinese press reacted 
with unusual speed yesterday 
to the French government’s de- 
cision to leave the joint float. 

New China News Agency 
said the decision was an ’’indi- 
cation of the aggravation of 
the western monetary crisis.” 

The agency recalled that in 
January 1974 "when the French 
economy went from bad to 
worse” the franc was pulled 
out of the joint float of Euro- 
pean currencies and did not re- 
join until July, 1975. 

Since the beginning of this 
year the west European curren- 
cy markets have been in ter- 
moil and chaos,” the agency 
commented recalling the diffi- 

Big companies 
to search for oil in 
Brazil 

NEW YORK, March 16 (AFP). 
- Most of the American oil 
“majors” want to carry out oil 
search programmes in Brazil 
and will probably ask to do so, 
industry sources said here Sa- 
turday. 

At the same time, these com- 
panies are wondering what 
teims the Brazilian authorities 
will lay down. 

In recent weeks, Brazil has been 
advertising in many countries, 
asking firms .to submit applica- 
tions, with financial and techni- 
cal proposals, by today (Tues). 

The sources said that compa- 
nies who have shown interest 
include Exxon, Mobil, Texaco, 
Gulf, Atlantic Richfield, Occi- 
dental Petroleum and Dutch 
Shell — in other words virtual- 
ly all the big names. 

Brazilian Petrbbra s is offer- 
ing about 10 zones, but one se- 
nior executive in the oil indus- 
try has said that terms of the 
proposed operations are still 
unknown. 

Off-shore scope is seen as 
particularly promising in the 
case of Brazil.

to be boosted 

ISLAMABAD, March 16 (AFP). 
A 28-member Japanese govern- 
ment economic mission lead by 
Chairman of Nippon Seiko 
Company Mr. Hiroki Imazoto 
arrived here today to discuss 
possibilities of greater private 
capital investment and expan- 
ded trade with Pakistan. 

Although Japan and Pakistan 
have had traditional important 
economic relations, the Japane- 
se private capital investment in 
Pakistan only totals approxim- 
ately six thousand million dol- 
lars, spent on 14 different pro- 
jects — a very low figure for 
a major industrial national 
which is a big investor over- 
seas. 

$30m loan extended 
by World Bank 
to Greece 

ATHENS, Mar. 16, (R). — 
The World Bank has granted 
Greece a $ 30 million long-term 
loan to help finance a road bu- 
ilding project. Minister of Co- 
ordination and Planning Pana- 
yotis Papaligouras announced 
here today. 

The loan will cover the entire 
foreign exchange part of the 
project whose total cost is esti- 
mated at the equivalent of $ 64 
million. 

The loan, which caries an in- 
terest rate of 8.5 percent, will 
be repaid in 15 years after a 
five year grace period. 

The project concerns the re- 
construction of a national high- 
way in the western Peloponne- 
se and the purchase of $ 12 mil- 
lion worth of mechanical equ- 
ipment by the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Works for a more syste- 
matic maintenance of the coun- 
try’s road network. 


in Pakistan 

Pakistani officials, during the 
week long stay of the Japane- 
se mission, are hoping to con- 
vince Japanese private capital 
to invest in other sectors than 
shrimp freezing industries or 
telcasting and good commodi- 
ties, and to take a major part 
in Pakistan’s heavy industries 
development. 

In response to "Pakistan’s 
positive attitude towards the 
resumption of private debt ser- 
vicing,” the Japanese govern- 
ment has decided to recom- 
mence underwriting of Japane- 
se exporters’ policies, consider- 
ing the merit of each case, and 
this could be a big boost for 
private Japanese investments 
in Pakistan, a Pakistani source 
said. 

Regarding trade between Ja- 
pan and Pakistan, the balance 
has always been in favour of 
Japan except between 1971 and 
1973 when Japan purchased a 
considerable quantity of Pakis- 
tan’s cotton and cotton pro- 
ducts. 

Pakistan’s imports from Ja- 
pan amounted to $35.95 million 
during the 1971-1972 fiscal year 
and rose to a record of $176.74 
million for the first nine months 
of the fiscal year starting in 
July 1975. Pakistan's exports 
to Japan, which amounted to 
$54 million in 1971-1972, were 
only of $48.8 million for the 
first nine months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

To Pakistan, Japan exports 
mainly iron and copper pro-

Bootlegging antiquities 
goes on in Egypt 


CAIRO, EGYPT (AP). — A 
yeflow Mercedes polled to a 
stop just as the sun set behind 
the sand dunes. Four men wal- 
ked into a small mud hut. A 
few hours later the sound of 
shots shattered the desert sile- 
nce, uncovering a new attempt 
to bootleg antiquities. 

Abraham Simonian, an Ame- 
rican jeweler, was found by 
Egyptian police naked, with th- 
ree bullets in Ids back and a 
knife slash across his face. 

A month of investigation dis- 
closed that the slaying followed 
a squabble over the price of 
artifacts three peasants had dug 
up near the archeological site 
of the &akkara pyramid.’ 

The incident was not uncomm- 
on. In recent years many have 
made fortunes in this illicit busi- 
ness almost as old as the land 
of the pharaohs itself. 

Like other countries in eas- 
tern Mediterranean, Egypt has 
banned digging or dealing in 
antiquities without a permit. 
But most dealers evade the ban. 
Less cautious ones get caught. 

Only recently a 63-year-old 
spinster and daughter of a for- 
mer agriculture minister here 
was arrested in possession of 
200,000 Egyptian pounds ($ 
500,000) worth of antiquities. 

Also among this year’s major 
cases is that of a shopowner 
whose home collection of more 
than 100 pieces ranged from 
rare coins to pharaonic dynas- 
ty coffins. 

Authorities estimate that the 
value of the loot collected over 
18 years at 31,000 Egyptian 
potmds~($ 77,500)) on the local 
market and more than one mil- 
lion pounds ($ 2.5 million) in 
Europe and the United States. 

A big chunk of such dealers’ 
collections is supplied by form- 
ers who dig illegally at night 

Villagers living near unwork- 
ed archeological sites south of 
the Nile Delta or close to the 
Pyramids area uncover ancient 
tombs by poking the earth with 
an iron rod and selling the 
tombs* contents for much less 
than their worth. 

“The village of old Kama he- 
re is frill of treasures,’’ said 
Barie Fouad, chairman of the 
city council in the Upper Egy- 
ptian town of Luxor. “There are 
loads of invaluable objects un- 
der each house and the people 
there know it. Whole families 


have become professionals in 
the business." 

A new village has been built 
for the 10,000 people of Kama 
but they have refused to leave 
their homes. Evacuation by for- 
ce is one option likely to be co- 
nsidered, Fouad said. 

The legend of the pharoahs’ 
curse of death to those who 
disturb tombs goes unheeded by 
foreigners as well, Increasing 
the problem for police who al- 
ready find it difficult to track 
down native looters and boot- 
leggers. 

Some do the job under cover 
of foreign diggings welcomed 
by the government because of 
its own inadequate resources. 
Most of the sites have been un- 
touched officially. 

Others get away with the 
help of foreign diplomats who 
take advantage of their diplo- 
matic immunity to carry out 
pottery, sculpture, and jewelliy, 
authorities say. 

Among the most famous anti- 
quities believed to have been 
smuggled out of Egypt is the go- 
lden stick of Tu tankham en wh- 
ich disappeared some 15 years 
ago. The stick was removed 
and a false one put in its place. 

It is believed the original rod 
is now somewhere in Paris. 

The list of stolen objects, in- 
cluding portraits ripped off tem- 
ple walls, runs into thousands, 
and authorities believe that gu- 
ards on the site and excava- 
tion supervisors have a hand in 
the robberies. 

“Younger supervisors,” said 
one antiquity inspector, 'taake 
deals with foreign diggers. 
They help them take away ob- 
jects in return for work con- 
tracts or money.” 

He thinks the government 
should be more careful in selec- 
ting its people and give more 
thought to the system of incen- 
tives. 

Local autiiorities are now m- 
eeting with Interpol to find 
better ways of guarding old tr- 
easures. 

They face a network of de- 
alers, middlemen, smugglers 
and moonlighting peasants. 

“It’s a tough job,” they said. 
In the meantime, “we’re keep- 
ing a close watch over million- 
aires and foreign private collec- 
tors entering and leaving the 
countty.”
